(AP) — A heavy bombing at- 
tack on the fortress of 
Corregidor and American posi- 
tions in Bataan by 54 Japanese 
heavy bombers was reported 
today by the War department, 
which said only slight damage 
was inflicted.

This created what Shelley 
termed a "very serious condition," 
giving rise to many establishments 
that open at Saturday midnight and 
continue through Sunday with offi- 
cers powerless to interfere. 


The prosecutor pointed out. that 


places licensed by the state Liquor

Hitler's- Stooge 


The part selected for Boris to-play 


5 stooge for Hitler. His majesty's 
lusiness is to make warlike gestures 
o convince the Turks that he is 
about to attack them, if they don't 
jlay the Axis game. The fact that 
Julgaria and Turkey are chronic 
•nemies lends substance to this sug- 
gestion. 


Count Von Papen, . one. of the 
rattiest schemers of them--all, will 
hold the Bulgarian threat as a club 
over Turkey's head. At the same 
ime he will offer rich prizes to the 
Turks for knuckling under. 


The position probably isn't par- 


icularly attractive to the dicta-

(sometimes known as the Fox) was 
supposed, to be one of the smartest 
Old Kaiser Wilhelm once remarked:

Good Boy Boris 


However, while Boris is by nature 


a lone wolf, he now is in the situa- 
tion of getting strafed by Hitler if 
he doesn't fall in line and of being 
awarded (he hopes) territory from 
poor Greece and Yugoslavia if he 
is a good lad- Moreover, the king 
is son-in-law of the emperor of Italy, 
having married Princess Giovanna, 
and domestic bliss might be worth 
the gamble of a throne. 


There is doubt whether Turkey 


can be bullied into granting Hit- 
ler's demands.

Tho journey of Bulgaria’s King 
Boris to Germany for a conference 
with his master. Herr Hitler, and the 
trip of Nazi Ambassador Count Von 
Papen from Turkey for a similar 
purpose, strike me as boding no 
good for the Allies in general and for 
the Turks in particular. 
These 
birds 
Boris 
and 
Papen 
may be taken as harbingers of the 
Fuehrer’s spring offensive. And ifs 
a safe bet that their summons to 
the scat of might means th at the 
Nazi chief is getting ready to apply 
the heat to Turkey. His idea is to 
force that country to permit pas­ 
sage of German forces through its 
territory into the Middle East where 
lies the oil and other supplies which 
he must have. 
Hitler’s Stooge 
Hie part selected for Boris to play 
is stooge for Hitler. His majesty’s 
business is to make warlike gestures 
to convince the Turks that he is 
about to attack them, if they don’t 
play the Axis game. H ie fact that 
Bulgaria and Turkey are chronic 
enemies lends substance to thus sug­ 
gestion. 
Count Von Papen, one of the 
craftiest schemers of them all, will 
hold the Bulgarian threat as a club 
over Turkey’s head. At the same 
time he will offer rich prizes to the 
Turks for knuckling under. 
Hie position probably Isn t par­ 
ticularly attractive to the dicta­ 
torial Boris, especially 
since his 
father, Czar Ferdinand, was com­ 
pelled by popular disfavor to abdi­ 
cate his throne in 1918 because he 
sided with Germany in the World 
war and got beaten. And Ferdinand 
» sometimes know n as the Fox) was 
supposed to be one of the smartest. 
Old Kaiser Wilhelm once remarked: 
"I cannot .stand Ferdinand, but he 
beats us all for brains." 
Good Boy Boris 
However, while Boris is by nature 
a lone wolf. he now is in the situa­ 
tion of getting strafed by Hitler if 
be doesn't fall in line and of being 
awarded (he hopes) territory’ from 
poor Greece and Yugoslavia if he 
is a good lad. Moreover, the king 
is son-in-law* of the emperor of Italy, 
having married Princess Giovanna. 
and domestic bliss might be worth 
the gamble of a throne 
There is doubt whether Turkey 
can be bullied into granting Hit- 
l»*r’s demands. 
As previously re­ 
marked in this column, I was told 
in Ankara not long before the war 
that Turkey would try to remain 
neutral in event of another conflict 
but that if she had to fight, it would 
be beside Britain. Circumstances may 
have altered this. but there has 
been no indication of a change of 
heart. 
Aid From Allies 
Much will depend, to my mind, on 
what strength Brihfln and America 
have massed in the Near and Middle 
East to aid the H irks in event Hitler 
presses the issue. Turkey probably 
has a couple of million men under 
arms. and the H irks are grand 
fighters, but the army isn’t well 
equipped for mechanized warfare. 
One of Turkey's strongest bul­ 
warks against attack from conti­ 
nental Enrol*» is the great waterway 
comprising the Bosphorus and the 
Dardanelles, between the Black se* 
and the Aegean Still, while this has 
been a powerful barrier up to now, 
there’* no assurraucc that the blitz­ 
krieging Hitler hnsn’t devised a way 
to Jump this water hazard Certainly 
he learned much in his bloody at­ 
tack on the isle of Crete, and his 
Jap allies have providt*»! a volume 
of new* ideas about surmounting 
such obstacles in invasion 
bike 
"impregnable” Singapore, for in­ 
stance.

Reliable informants say that in 


this group is Anita Raeder de

Erich Raeder. commander-in-chief 
of the German Navy, who is serving1 
as caretaker of the deserted German 
legation and apparently mingling 
freely with other Germans.

man's extensive coffee plantation in- 
terests are deeply entwined with the 
nation's economic position. 


Well-qualified American sources 


say the Germans are making capi- 
tal of every situation for propa- 
ganda purposes.

Germans describing the fine treat- 
ment they are receiving in intern- 
ment camps in the United States 
are cited as evidence that the North 
Americans fear they cannot win 
the war and are eager to avoid 
German reprisals afterward.
